Criticism at A.J.A. 


Council 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dissatisfaction at the refusal of the 
Conference on Jewish Claims Against 
Germany to concede grants to the 
majority of British applicants was 
expressed at the first meeting of the 
newly elected Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, held at 33 Sey- 
mour Place, W.1l. on Monday. The 
President. Mr. R. N. Carvalho, was 
in the chanr. 

Presenting his statement to the Council, 
Mr. Carvatho said that they all took 
great pleasure and pride in the knight- 
hood which had been conferred on Mr. 
Basil L. Q Henriques in the New Year 
Honours List. They also congratulated 
Rabbi Jacob Kaplan on his cicction as 
Chief Rabhi of France. 

The Presiden, said that he had been 
asked why. in view of his recent state- 
mem on the disturbing signs of neo- 
Nazi activity in Germany, the Associa- 
tton had not formally protested against 
the plans for rearming Western Germany. 
They had always maintained, said Mr 
Carvalho. that the problem was not a 
specifically Jewish one although i was 
a matter on which individual Jews might 
feel deeply “If the peace of Europe 
ind the world demanded a rearmed 
Germany and her readmission to the 
councils of Western Europe then that 
problem must be. considered on its 
merus, he added 


Cardinal Griffin's Action 


Referring to. the resignation from 
the Counc:! of Christians and Jews of 
Cardinal Grithn and his instructions to 
Roman Catholics in this country not to 
participate in its activities, the President 
expressed the hope that the Catholic 
community would be able to rejoin the 
Council and once again take part m is 
important work, 

Mr. Leonard Stcin expressed the view 
that there was no antsemitic motuve 
behing Cardinal Griffin's action. 

Presenting the report of the Forcign 
Aflaus Committee. Mr. Rowland Land- 
man said that the Committee had dis- 
cussed at length the allocation by the 
Ciaims Conference of far the greater 
part of its funds to the Jomt Distribution 
Commuice and the refusal to concede 
grants to the majority of applicants from 
Britain The sub-committee which had 
been appoinied to consider those applica- 
tions recommended that the AJA. 
Should forbear from passing any forma! 
resolution on the matter but should .con- 
tinue to support the claims of those 
British institutions to which the Associa- 
tion felt injustice was being donc. 

During the discussion some members 
Stated that there was some discrimination 
against Britain at the Confereace.

2 JEWS SENTENCED TO DEATH 
Cairo Trial Verdict 


Cairo, Thursday 


Two alleged members of a Zionist “ spy ring.” Dr. Moussa Marzouk 
and Mr. Samuel Mazar, were today sentenced to death by a Cairo court. 
The sentences have been confirmed by Colonel Nasser, the Egyptian Prime 
Minister, in his capacity as Military Governor. 

Mile. Marcelle Nino, who was employed by a British commercial firm

ISRAEL CONCERN AT 
BAGHDAD PACT 


Threat to Balance of 
Power

JERUSALEM 

Shortly after a meeting with the 
Turkish Minister to Israel to discuss 
the implications of the proposed 
Turkish-Iraqi pdct. Mr. Sharett. the 
Israeli Premier, this week told the 
Knesset that the conclusion of defence 
treaties in the Middle East without the 
participation of Israel altered the 
balance of political and militar, 
Strength to Israel's detriment. He was 
replying to a request by Mapam and 
the Communists for a full debate on 
the Baghdad agreement. 

Mr. Sharett recalled that the pommel 
Turkish-Iragi communiqué of January 12 
referred to provisions in the proposed pact 
for meeting aggression both from outside 
and within the Middle East region. The 
practical implication’ of that tormula in 
certain circumstances was obvious, he 
said. Isracl had no treaty with any State 
guaraniceing Ws assistance if attacked 
Hence the praposed néw alignment was 
bound to threaten the balance of power. 


Talk with Envoy 


It. was deeply moving. the Isracli 
Premicr remarked sarcastically, to noite 
the reference in the Baghdad agreement 
Lo lrag ‘ protessed lovalty io the United 
Nations principles and resolutions, when 
in concert with other Arab States it had 
tried to subvert them by force of arms 

In his talks- earlier with the Turkish 
Ministe: Mr: Seskati Istinyeli,. Mr 
Sharett. it is understood expressed his 
Governmem s concern at the effect on 
Isracl’s securny resulting from. regional 
pacts in the Middle East concluded with 
hostile Arab States. He said that the 
agreement did not aflect Israel's triendly 
relations with Turkey. 

Mr. Maurice Fischer, the Israch Minister 
to lurkey. has been instructed to seek 
clarification of the preposed pact trom the 
Turkish Premier, Mr. Menderes, is 
learned here.

The indictment, to which all the accused 
pleaded “ noi guilty." also alleged that 
they had made coniact with Isracl im 
order~ to faciittate aggression § against 
EFeym and us entry into Egyptian terri 
tory They were said to have been in 
itouch with agents in Israel and to have 
supphed them with military secrets

Beiween 1951 and 1954, the indictment 
added, the 13 “ spies ”’ were engaged in 
collecting and disseminating news 
‘calculate? to assist an enemy country 
and creating a state of disturbance and 
public unrest, endangering the Statc of 
Egypt.”

ICA WORK IN ISRAEL 


Settlers’ “ Magnificent ” 
Spirit 
{[COMMUNICATED] 


The quarterly meeting of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association (ica) Coun- 
cil of Administration was held at the 
London headquarters (46 Queer 
Anne's Gate, $.W.) on Monday, with 
the President. Sir Henry d Avigdor 
Goldsmid jn the chair. 

Sir Henry was re-elected President 
for the ensuing year and M. Rene 
Mayer, of France, and Mr. Max Gott- 
schalk, of Beigium, Vice-Presidents. 

The Director-General, Mr. Victor 
Girmounsky, reported on his recent tour 
of inspection of the Association's activi- 
tics. and interests in Isracl. He stated 
that the colonics of Be’er Tuvia, Kfar 
Warburg. and Kfar Avigdor had made 
good progress The spirit of their 
sctilers was magnificent and they were 
held in high regard in the Jewish Siate. 
The building, in collaboration with the 
Jewish Agency, of the fourth colony in 
the same region was expected to be com- 
pleted before the end of the year. The 
settlement, on farms of their own, of a 
number of children of the older Beer 
Tuvia colonists who wished to follow 
their parents’ devotion to the land was 
also being undertaken this year 

Ihe Council reviewed the Association s 
policy in regard to the various institutions 
in Israel engaged in agricultural training 
and other constructive work which enjoy 
ihe Ica’s financial assistance (the Hebrew 
University, Children and Youth Aliyah, 
ind other organisations) and decided on 
the extent of that assistance for this year. 

Ihe annual budgets for the Associa- 
tion's oversea establishments were con- 
sidered and approved. Included among 
the ttems for Argentina were credits for 
the settlement of sons of colonists on 
farms of their owr, for the upkeep of 
schools, both secular and religious, in 
the colonies, and for the provision of 
and cultural amenities. 

tor Canada fresh Steps were considercd 
to encourage setilers to acquire the 
ownership of the farms they occupy 

In both Brazti and Australia the loan 
activities undertaken with the object of 
facilitating the economic absorption of 
recent Jewish immigrants to these coun- 
iries would. ut was stated. be further 
developed during the current year. 

The Associations main interests aft 
present in North Africa—the agriculiural 
and economic rehabiittation 
heing carried out in conjunction with the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle and the

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SECONDARY SCHOOLS JUBILEE 
Mr. Attlee on World Tolerance

Mr. C. R. Attlee was the principal 
guest of honour at the silver jubilee 
dinner .of the Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movement, held at the 
Criterion, Piccadilly Circus, W.1, on 
Monday. 

He paid tribute to the achievements 
of the Secondary Schools Movement, 
founded 25 years ago by the late 
Rabbi Victor Schonfeld, and stressed 
the great value of tolerance in the 
world today. 

Among the distinguished gathering 
were educationists, Jewish and non- 
Jewish, communal leaders, and civic 
dignitaries. The speakers included the 
Chief Rabbi, Mr. Victor Mishcon (Chair- 
man of the L.C.C.), Mr. Barnett Janner, 
M.P., and Lord Silkin. Those present 
included Ald. A. N. M. Baines (Chair- 
man of the Middlesex County Council), 
Cllr. S. E. Sharpe (Mayor of Hendon), 
Cllr. S. G. Simson (Mayor of Hackney), 
and Ald. Mrs. B. Benabo (Mayor of 
Stoke Newington). 

Over £20,600 ‘was raised for the 
Secondary Schools Movement. The tenth 
anniversary of the establishment of the 
Hasmonean schools was also celebrated 
at the dinner. 

Mr. J. Collier, who presided, said that 
Mr. Attlee, throughout his career, from 
the early days when he had worked in 


the East End, had shown an intense 
interest in education. He had always 
fought for the freedom of all peoples 
practise their religious faith and 


traditions. 


A Remarkable Growth 


Paying tribute to the founder of the 
Secondary Schools Movement and his 
son, Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld, the Chair- 
man said that prejudices did not disappear 
casily, and even today there was a small 
minority that had certain reservations 
about the idea of Jewish schools. The 
remarkable growth of Jewish schools 
throughout the country had proved con- 
clusively how great and widespread was 
their need. 

The Chief Rabbi, proposing the toast 
of Mr. Attlee and also welcoming Mrs.

Hle went on: “ During the last two 
decades there has been a terrible tragedy 
for the Jewish community caused by 
intolerance. We fought a great war and 
we won that war, and that was a victory 
for civilisation and tolerance against 
intolerance. I believe it is very necessary 
that we should always remember the 
need for tolerance. and the fact that our 
civilisation is not built up on uniformity 
but on diversity.” 

Some people, Mr. Attlee said, believed 
that all those things should be smoothed 
out into a kind of vague cosmopolitanism. 
He believed in internationalism, just as 
he believed in the play of individual upon 
individual. He did not want everybody 
made according to one pattern. He did 
not believe in an educational system that 
tried to make people all exactly the 
same, and he believed it was wise for 
Jewry to maintain their schools. 

“TI thoroughly understand what the 
Chief Rabbi said about the need of pre- 
serving your own traditions.” said Mr. 
Attlee. “1 believe it is very characteristic 
of this country and that it is the inter- 
play of the action of the State and the 
action of the voluntary organisations of 
all kinds. I saw that myself 50 years 
ago when | went down to Stepney as a 
social worker.”

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GRAVE THREAT TO SHECHITA 
Chief Rabbi's Call for Unity

The essential need for unity within 
Anglo-Jewry in warding off “the 
greatest danger that Shechita had ever 
had to face jn this country, was 
stressed by the Chief Rabbi at a 
special meeting of the National 
( ouncil of the Shechita Boards, held 
in London on Monday. 

Rabbi Brodie spoke of the disas- 
trous effects which the passing of the 
Bill. introduced by Mr. R. F. Crouch, 
M.P.. would have upon Shechita 
throughout the whole British Com- 
monwealth and beyond it. Hisremarks 
were fully endorsed by the Haham, 
Dr. S. Gaon, and their joint appeal 
“was unanimously endorsed by the 
C ouncil.

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CONFERENCE OF SOUTH LONDON JEWry 


First Session at Brixton 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The opening session of the Stand- 
ing Conference of South London 
Jewry—representing between 2,500 
and 3.000 families with affiliations to 
synagogues south of the Thames—is 
to take place at the Brixton Synagogue 
Hall (Effra Road, S.W.2) on April 17. 
The Chief Rabbi will himself partici- 
pate in the conference. 

As stated briefly last week the Borough, 
Brixton, Croydon, South-East London, 
South-West London, Streatham, Sutton, 
and Woolwich Synagogues have already 
decided to send representatives to the 
conference, which is to work in four 
groups, cach dealing with a separate set 
of problems: child and adult education; 
kashrut, Sabbath observance, and home 
life: synagogue attendance and member- 
ship: and youth. In addition, I was told 
by Mr. Simon Clyne, Chairman of the 
Steering Commitice of the Conference, 
the synagogues of Epsom, Kingston, and 
Richmond had also expressed interest in 
the scheme and might be represented at 
the conference. 


Scattered Communities 


Unlike the more homogeneous com- 
munities north of the river, he said, the 
Jewish communitics in the south—some 
of which had been established only since 
the war—were widely scattered. Although 
in a sense interwoven, each community 
on its own felt isolated, and each of 
them separately were too weak to deal 
with problems that were common to them 
all.

ZIONIST REGIONAL CONFERENCE 
Providing Manpower, Money, and Education 


By a Jewish Chronicie Reporter 


The provision of manpower and 
money for Israel and of education tor 
the Jewish community here were 
described as the most important tasks 
of the Zionist Movement at the sccond 


regional conference of the British 
Zionist Federation, attended by 1431 
delegates representing 48 affiliated 


societies and youth groups in North- 
West and West London and the Home 
Counties, on Sunday. 

During discussion the question of 
not granting the right of application 
to the Chaim Weizmann Society in 
Manchester was raised. [As reported 
by our Manchester correspondent else- 
where in this issue, Mr. B. Adler, 
Chairman of the Society. has declined, 
as a protest, to stand for re-election 
as Chairman of the Zionist Central 
Council.] 

Ihe coniecrence was held at Zion House. 
Fton Avenuc, N.W.3. The Chairman of 
the Federation, Dr. I. Fox. opened 
the proceedings. 

In a review of the past activities and 
the future work of the Federation. Miss 
B. J. Barwell, Assistant Secretary, 
declared that the British Zionist Move- 
ment should translate the needs of Isracl 
to Anglo-Jewry and inspire such activities 
which would help to mect thos needs 
most effectively. She described education 
in its widest sense as the best insirument 
of welding Anglo-Jewry and Israc! more 
closely together, and manpower and 
money as Israel's most urgent needs. 

She said that over 180 people had 
joined the Federation in three weeks of 
house-to-house canvassing in only a few 
districts and that 44 young people had 
left for Isracl after completing their 
chalutzic training in this country within 
the past year.

Mrs. E. Frankel stated that the

She also called for wider 
co-operation between the Federation and 
the Federation of Women Zionists. 

Mr. E. Frankel, Treasurer of the 
Federation, who presided over the second 
session of the conference, reported that 
since 1952 the Joint Palestine Appeal had 
allotted to British agricultural settlements 
in Israel—through the Federation's Allo- 
cations Committee—£141,000, mostly 
invested in machinery of all kinds. In 
addition, £18,000 had been granted {to 
the Loan Fund, which was administered 
by the Federation’s Israel office for 
British immigrants. 


Opposition to Youth Clubs 


Regret was also expressed at what was 
described as “subtle opposition § to 
Zionist youth clubs on the part of Boards 
of Management of United Synagogue 
congregations,” 

Mr. P. Edelstein pledged the support 
of the United Friendly Socicty for the 
ederation. 

Replying to the debate, both Mr. P. 
Williams and Mr. W. Perry emphasised 
that it was the fault of the Zionists 
themselves—who had been preoccupied 


with other tasks in the past—that the 
educational and communal bodics of 
Anglo-Jewry were not reflecting the 


Zionist outlook sufficiently. 

Dealing with the Manchester society, 
Mr. Perry said that the Zionist Federa- 
tion could not afford the “luxury” of 
party-political strife if it was to proceed 
with its practical daily tasks.

Maitre André Blumel will not retura

THE MIRACULOUS GHETTO 


HERE are so many different 
Jewish minorities in Paris, 

that the city gives a miniature 
reproduction of the world-wide 
Diaspora. A mere Métro ride or 
stroll separates one Parisian com- 
munity from another spatially, but 
they are very far apart spiritually. 
Just off the Boulevard Richard- 
Lenoir, with its conservative 
Ladino-speaking Sefardim, lie 
Salonika and Constantinople. In 
radical Yiddish-speaking Belleville, 
old Warsaw may be found. The 
fringe of the Algiers Casbah is at 
Montmartre, with its Arabic-speak- 
ing Jews. Snobbish Tsarist Moscow 
is by the Etoile. Montparnasse, 
swarming with quasi-French-speak- 
ing artists, is its inimitable self. 
There are some 180,000 Jews in the 
French capital, who live everywhere, 
north, south, east, and west, but who 


contrive to be conspicuous nowhere— 
nowhere, that is, outside the Pletz!, 
which, with interludes entailed by 
recurrent expulsion of the Jews, has 
miraculously remained a ghetto to this 
day trom the thirteenth century 
onwards, when it was known as 
Judzaria and Vestus Judzaria 
and Old = Jewry).

Link with Parties 


In the United States at the present

With the exception of the new Studem 
Zionist Organisation, all Zionist youth 
groups are attached to parties Ther 
Strength, im general. reflects that of then 
parent bodtes. I he smatiler Zions! 
parties the Revisionisis and Achdu!t 
Avodah, have youth groups--Betar and 
Hechalutz WHatzair—-whose membership 
between them is between 500 and 600. On 
the other hand, the youth movements of 
Hadassah and the Zionist Organtsation of 
America—Juniot Hadassah and Hanoa! 
Haizioni (both Hadassah-sponsored>) 
and the Young Judcans (with Hadassah 
and the Z.0O.A,. jointly sponsoring) have 
a total of about 17.000 young men and 
young women in their ranks. Habonim 
has a membership of 3.000: Young Miz- 
rachi, 5,000: Akiva, 2,500: 
Hashomer Hatzair, 2.000: and the new 
Student Zionist Organisation, whose flesh 
has been grafted on to the bones of the 
old Intercollegiate Zionist Federation of 
America (1.Z.F.A.). has probably qa mem- 
bership of some 2,500. The total Zionist 
youth strength in the United States ts 
about 38,000, ranging in age from 10 
to 25. 

While a few years ago there were at 
least six hachshara training farms in the 
U.S.A.. today there are only two. both 
in the State of New Jersey. within easy 
reach of New York, one run. by 
Hashomer Hatzair, at Heightstown, the 
other at Jamesburg. One youth leader 
said bluntly that the main reason for the 
closure of the other farms was that the 
youth groups simply do not have enough 
people to run them and to warrant their 
further maintenance. Even the two youth 
organisations thai still have hachshara 
centres admit that what with the call-up 
for military service and the drift from 
Zionism, it is extremely hard to continuc 
their training programme. Ij ts doubt- 
ful if there are more than about 40 boys 
and girls at the two farms. 


Supplementing Hachshara 


The new concept, or so-called Work- 
shop Project, on the lines of Habonim’'s 
Year of Work and Study in Isracl, finds 
many supporters. But while admitting 
the value of the project. Hashomer Hat- 
zair and Bachad leaders believe that the 
scheme can supplement, but not replace, 
hachshara. 

While only Habonim WHashomer Hat- 
zair, and Bachad are seriously concerned 
with the preparing of young people for 
Isracl in any numbers, cvery young 
Zionist group has developed something 
new in an effort to rebuild the move- 
ment. Almost all have instituted a 
summer camp programme, most of them 
send a few members cach year to a 
summer institute in Israel, and some have 
planned new projects in Israel for the 
American groups to finance and main- 
ain. 

Outside the official Zionist family but 
closely linked with Israel, the youth 
movement of Poale Aguda Israel! has 
recently taken an ambitious step in the 
United States. They have acquired an 
80-acre farm in New York State to which 
the P.A.I. director here states a selected 
number of young people in their teens 
will be sent in the summer to train them 
for eventual aliya. Ezra, the P.A.I. youth 
movement, plans to enlist a number of 
yeshiva students and bring them out to 
the farm during the summer 

Whatever the programmes worked out

BEFRIENDING DEPRIVED CHILDREN 


Appeal to Community 
To the Editor of THe CHRonicLe 


Sirn,—One of the disturbing charac- 
teristics of child care is the large 
number of children who, for one 
reason or another, cannot jive with 
their parents and relatives. They are 
more likely than orphans to have ther 
personalities warped, and unless these 
children have adequate help, they may 
find it difficult, if not impossible, to 
adjust themselves to the tragic and 
abnormal circumstances which deprive 
them of the comfort and support of 
living and, often, of loving parents. 

Children's Homes provide all the 
physical needs which money can buy, and 
they are served by loyal and devoicd 
stafls, who give of their all to provide 
comfort and affection for such children 
in their care. But wonderful though the 
work is which is being done, it 1s inade- 
quate for the task. The children realise 
that they are being cared for because they 
are deprived, and not because of any 
intrinsic personal qualities which they 
May POSSESS. 

There is something impersonal about 
When 
children are comforted, they often 
reply, “ . . . but you would do the 
any child in my position,” or 


but you love ali the children 
here or, “. . . but HS your duly 
to love us!” They find it difficult to 


helieve that they can be wanted and loved 


for their own sakes. 


We all identify ourselves with our 
nearest of kin. We rejoice in ther 
successes and feel keenly their sorrows. 
In the same way these children feel that 
they are inadequaic because their parents 


are unable to look after them. Deep in 
his mind a child thinks. “| am probably 
no good, otherwise my mother would 
have me at home.” of “. other- 
wise my father would not have run 
away and forced mother to send me 


away.” or “ perhaps | will enter a menial 
hospital like my parent.” or “1 suppose 
1 will mever have any friends, just tke 
mother,” or “no one will cver want to 
marry me.” 

Such thoughts as these (and I have not 
isied some of the most. distressing) 
disturb the minds and distort the per- 
sonalities of many of these children who, 
basically, are as physically healthy and 
attractive, and have as sound and endear- 
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ing personalities aS any group of 
unselected children. 

How best can we help such children ? 
They are not available tor adoption, and 
but few are suitable for permancnt 
fosicring. What, however, they all need 
are true friends, men and women, who 
have happy and secure homes, who, by 
their example and encouragement, can 
prove to these children that it is possible 
for them, too, to live happy anil. wasted 
lives. By their constant contact they can 
help to restore their self-confidence, 
proving that it was the personal qualities 
of the children which were solely respon- 
sible for the growth and maintenance of 
their friendship. 

Many of the children find it difficult to 
trust people because they have lost con- 
fidence in. the ones who mean most to 
them. Even though superficially they 
may appear to be most affectionate, they 
will not casily accep the ‘proffered 
friendship of strangers. once thal 
friendship has been won, it might prove 
disastrous tf they became once more 
rejected—this time Ict down by the people 
who have succecded in restoring their 
self-confidence. 

Friendship, therefore, should not easily 
he offered. But if we accept the obliga- 
tions and succeed in cstablishing a bond 
of mutual trust, then we can claim an 
achievement that has few parallels in 
human endeavour. We have created a 
happy child, and laid the foundations of 
a life of promise for one who might 
otherwise have been doomed to an 
embittered existence of and 
frustration, with a hopeless future ever 
in view, 

From such friendship we get a reward 
often more satisfying than that which we 
obtain from caring for our own children. 
We experience a uniaue sense of achieve- 
ment from the knowledge that we have 
given a new lease of life to a child who, 
hut for the grace of God, might have 
heen our own or. indeed, oneself, 

We of Anglo-Jewry can pride ourselves 
that we have only about onc-ienth of the 
proportion.of children in care as our 
Gentile neighbours, but, nevertheless, we 


have several hundreds of such children 
who need permancni friends. Is this 
asking too .much? Are we so rich in 


human experience that we can deny our- 

selves the privilege of befriending these 

young children who have been deprived 
of their birthright ?

THE EXPEDITION TO 
CYPRUS 
War-Time Reminiscences 


To the Editor of THe Jewitsu CHRONICLE 


have read Mr. Milston’s 
recent letter on Jews in Cyprus as 
well as the continuation of it written 
by a very dear frend of mine, Fit./ Lt. 
Philip Smulian, who gave me the 
pleasure and the honour of seeing my 
name in print. I wish to elaborate his 
“ recollections ~ by adding a few more 
particulars unknown to him and which 
might be of interest to your readers. 

In June, 1943. two Palestinian Jewish 
companies arfived in Cyprus, taking 
charge of the Ordnance Depot. including 
ammunition. the two companics were 
commanded by a ¢eriain Captain Bowden 
(a Britisher from West Africa) and myself 
respectively.

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COMPENSATION 
DELAYS 


THERE is undoubtedly general support for 
the steps taken by the Board of Deputies 
towards securing the expediting of German 
compensation to the victims of Nazi perse- 
cution. As announced last week, the Board 
of Deputies has appealed to Her Majesty's 
Government to urge upon the Federal 
German authorities at Bonn the speeding up 
of proceedings regarding the restitution and 
compensation claims of individual victims of 
Nazi persecution, among whom there are 
tens of thousands of Jews. The way in 
which the Federal German Government has 
been shirking this serious issue has become 
something of a scandal in German post-war 
history 


This is the tenth year after Hitler's end. 
Yet while Germany is enjoying great econo- 
mic prosperity, and former Nazis, including 
such war criminals as ex-Marshals KESSEL- 
RING and VON MANSTEIN, are drawing regular 
pensiens, the victims of Nazism are still left 
without redress. . True, a Federal Law for 
compensation was passed in September, 1953, 
and even before this, a number of sufferers’ 
claims had been admitted and they had 
received various payments or pensions. 
But this law is lacking and needs amend- 
ment. Above. all, it needs regulations for 
implementation without which those who 
are ultimately to benefit from it cannot 
obtam any payment 


Several categories of victim, estimated to 
include some 400,000 people, are affected by 
the delay in traming the _ indispensable 
implementing rules. In the first place, there 
are those who suffered illegal detention in 
gaols or concentration camps. Many of 
them, indeed, owing to thei suflerings, have 
already died without receiving any compen- 
sation whatsoever. ~Another category is of 
those who lost their parents or their bread- 
winners, which means that widows and 
minors are still left without redress. There 
are also other victims, such as the profes- 
sional classes, doctors, lawyers, engineers, 
and so on, who were deprived of their ability 
to earn a livelihood or of the possibility now 
to do so, and are thus entitled to compensa- 
tion. Some effort has been made to obtain 
redress on the basis of this unsatisfactory 
law. It has been found, however, that: with- 
out the additional regulations there can be 
no proper computation of the damages sus- 
tained by the victims, especially through the 
loss of business or fortune, or through the 
payment of unjustly imposed and penal 
taxation Ihe bureaucratic machinery to 
make the law a reality cannot be set in 
motion because of its missing “teeth.” Up 
to today, according to a statement by Dr 
AkNDT, a German Social Democrat, out of 
over hall a million claims already lodged in 
the American Zone of Germany alone, only 
some 130,000 have been examined, and of 
these less than half have been admitted as 
vahd 

Nothing shows up the delay in compensa- 
lion im a more grievous light than a 
comparison with the speed with which the 
tederal Government has settled the payment 
of pensions to ex-Nazis 

Ihe question ts no longer one only of 
compensation tor needy refugees from 
Germany, who are in many cases reduced 
to relying on charitable relief. As corre- 
spondents have pointed out in our issues of 
last week and this week, Jewish refugees 
expelled from the Sudetenland, Danzig, 
Pomerania, and Silesia are also entitled to 
compensation, but they, too, can as yet 
receive nothing unless the implementing 
reguiations are tntroduced. Here again it 
should be pointed out that non-Jewish 
Germans who have been compelled to leave 
those or other areas in the East, and are 
now domiciled in Western Germany, are 
already receiving compensation for their 
material losses and every effort is being made 


‘to avon their having to wait for Govern- 
ment assistance. 


The tardiness of the German Government, 
which is naturally most disappointing to 
Jews, has at last also urged into protest 
liberal opinion in Germany itself. The 
Social Democratic Party has on several 
occasions denounced the Government on this 
point and is now pressing for speedier action, 
as are also some of the trade unions 
and a_ section of the German press. 
The protests are led by that noble German 
humanist, Professor FRANZ BoenM, the 
former head of the German Reparations 
Delegation which negotiated with Israel. at 
The Hague. These moves have, we are glad 
to note, had some effect. As our Corre- 
spondent reports from Bonn, the Upper 
House has approved an implementing regu- 
lation authorising certain payments to be 
made to priority groups among victims of 
the Nazis. This alleviates the lot of a 
certain number, including Jews, especially 
those of advanced age. But the large 
majority of the victims are still waiting for 
the necessary alterations in the law and the 
introduction of the regulations which alone 
can bring some redress, however belatedly, 
for the terrible sufferings that they under- 
went during the Nazi régime. 


THE FRENCH SCENE 


AFTER its remarkable recovery from the 
material ravages of the last world war, 
French Jewry is showing increasing concern 
for its spiritual welfare. Across the Channel 
there is a salutary awareness that the 
centuries-old présence juive-——Jewish presence 
at the western end of Continental Europe 
will go on or go under according to whether 
the 300,000 Jews of France, the largest local 
community by far, uphold or abandon their 
spiritual heritage. More specifically, Jewish 
survival there as elsewhere in the Diaspora 
will depend on religious observance, cultural 
development, and devotion to Zion. There 
is, of course, another preservative element— 
external pressure in the form of antisemitism, 
which past history indicates is liable to make 
itself strongly felt at any time, though now 
fortunately it is comparatively weak. 

According to all reports, there has been a 
considerable religious revival in France. It 
began at the time of the FInaty affair, when 
Jews, shocked at the forcible baptism and 
abduction of the two Jewish war orphans 
by over-zealous Catholics, realised that 
countless other Jewish children were being 
lost by default, by the parents’ indifference. 
Under the guidance of the newly elected 
Chief Rabbi of France, Rabbi Jacop KAPLAN, 
the community may confidently be expected 
to be drawn still closer to the ancestral faith. 

In the educational sphere, the co-ordina- 
tion of existing enterprises and the promo- 
tion of new ones through the medium of 
the Cultural Committee of the Fonds Social 
Juif Uniheée (the central fund-raising body), 
reinforced by contributions from the Claims 
Conference, cannot fail to improve the 
Situation. 

As for the Zionist Movement, it is in the 
throes of an open crisis—which is preferable 
to the latent and unnoticed crisis that has 
previously persisted for years. Until its 
recent reorganisation, the French Zionist 
Federation was run by a handful of Yiddish- 
speaking party Zionists who failed to 
mobilise the non-political but profound pro- 
Israel sentiment which exists throughout the 
community. To remedy this state of affairs, 
Mr. JosepH SPpRINZAK, of Israel, his 
capacity of Chairman of the Zionist Actions 
Committee, installed Maitre ANDRE BLUME! 
as Secretary-General of the French Zionist 
Federation. From the very outset, Maitre 
BLUMEL, who is a Left-wing Socialist, made 
no secret of his intentions: he would seek 
to win over to the Zionist cause the 
thousands of Jews in France who have 
hitherto held aloof because of their extreme 
Left-wing views. As a former chef de 
cabinet of the late Prime Minister, LEON 
BLuM, Maitre BLUMEL does not mind playing 
for political stakes on the grand scale, and 
his known ambition is to help to bring about 
a general rapprochement between the Com- 
munist world and Zionism. With these and 
other considerations in mind, he has seen fit 
as a Zionist leader to make common cause 
with Jewish Communists in the struggle 
against German rearmament. For so doing 
he has been violently attacked in the French 
Zionist press and has felt compelled to leave 
the Federation. 

To Dr. NaHUM GOLDMANN, who, through 
the Claims Conference, has brought about 
what measure of German-Jewish reconcilia- 
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tion there might be, has fallen the task of 
trying to achieve a peaceful settlement of 
the BLUMEL conflict in Paris next week. Dr. 
GOLDMANN will indeed merit his title to 
Realpolitiker if he succeeds. Be that as it 
may, one should not overlook the positive 
fact that the effervescence in French Zionism, 
as in other sectors. of the French Jewish 
scene, is a sign of renascent strength—even 
though, reflecting the individualism of 
French political life, it sometimes seems to 
the outsider to be disconcertingly fissiparous. 


SAVAGE SENTENCES 


POLITICAL expediency is the obvious reason 
for the savagery of the sentences against the 
alleged “ Zionist spies ~ in Egypt, whose trial 
ended in Cairo a fortnight ago. The long 
wait between trial and sentence was ominous, 
but the news of two death sentences, as well 
as of imprisonments for life and for 15 years 
against other victims of this trial, will be 
received with shocked consternation by all 
people, not only Jews, anxious for the 
preservation of civilised amenities—even 
making allowances for the Egyptian insistence 
that “a state of war” still exists between 
Egypt and Israel. Colonel NASSER, in con- 
firming the death sentences in his capacity 
as Military Governor of the country, 
evidently feels that his régime still needs some 
bolstering up on both the home and foreign 
fronts. This show of action and firmness, 
therefore, against an alleged “ Zionist peril” 
seems designed, on the one hand, to take the 
minds of the Egyptians off the question of the 
Moslem Brotherhood, and, on the other, as 
a show-piece for presentation to the Arab 


‘League Conference at present taking place 


in Egypt. All this, however, is poor consola- 
tion to the victims. If the death sentences are 
carried out, the international repercussions 
are not likely to be in Egypt's favour; they 
will be taken as a measure of Egypt's weak- 
ness morally as well as politically. 


LIGHT ON THE BIBLE 

Ir is not always realised what an extra- 
ordinarily new and interesting approach to 
Biblical studies has been opened up by the 
discovery of the Dead Sea Scrolls. In his 
recent lecture at the inauguration of Jewish 
Book Week, Dr. Leon Roru referred to a 
recent book on this subject: “ The Jewish 
Sect of Qumran and the Essenes,” by Pro- 
fessor A. Dupont-SomMer, .translated by 
R. D. Barnetr (published by Vallentine, 
Mitchell), “ You get a story,” he said, 
“ which for anyone with a mite of imagina- 
tion opens up undreamed-of vistas.” In our 
last issue appeared a review, by Professor 
H. H. Rowtey, of Manchester University, 
of another book dealing with this same 
fascinating theme. Some further considera- 
tions arising from the discovery of these 
wonderful literary treasures are discussed in 
an informative article, contributed by an 
authoritative correspondent, on the opposite 
page. From this account it should be 
possible for the ordinary Jewish layman to 
appreciate something of the significance of 
these amazing finds. It needs to be empha- 
sised that these discoveries should not be 
regarded merely as material for learned dis- 
cussion by experts in archeology. - They are 
of the utmost importance for all who take 
an intelligent interest in the history of the 
Hebrew Scriptures and the transmission of 
their religious message. Indeed, the author 
of this article states the sober truth with 
scholarly precision when he remarks that 
they “ mark a new epoch in Biblical studies. 
Jewish and Christian.” Both Jewish and 
Christian scholars have collaborated in the 
work of deciphering and interpreting these 
Hebrew documents from ancient Juda. The 
earliest discoveries were made in 1947, and 
in the following year Palestine was 
partitioned. The site of the caves (high up 
in the hills bordering the Dead Sea). where 
the documents have been found, is now in 
the territory of Jordan. And the Beduin. 
who continue to exploit many of the finds 
for their own commercial gain, operate in 
the same territory. It is most regrettable 
that Jewish scholars who wish to engage in 
scientific research on the spot with their non- 
Jewish colleagues on these astonishing works 
of their forefathers are forbidden entry into 
Jordan. Not only is it evident that Jewish 
scholars are among those best qualified to 
contribute to the elucidation of these unique 
documents, but it is also an ironical reward 
for the tremendous contributions which have 
been made by Jewish scholars in the fields of 


Islamic and pre-Islamic archeology in the 
Middle East.

organisation that directed illegal Jewish immi- 
gration to Palestine during the last ten 
of the Mandate. During this period when 
legal immigration had been reduced to 4 trickle 
by the White Paper—Aliyah Beth (or lmm era- 
tion Type B) was responsible for bringing no 
fewer than 100,000 Jews to Palestine, at « tots! 
cost ot some $10.000.000 cheap enough at 
that—or any other—-price. 

The story ts fantastic and excellent!) told by 
the authors. There is enough true materia! in 
their book for a dozen films of great dramatic 
power: the La Spezia incident: the story of 
the old Mississippi boat, the “Exodus”. the 
dangerous operations in Nazi Europe before 
and during the war; the tricks played on the 
British Intelligence Service in Europe alter the 
war. It reveals the names of some of the men 
who organised and financed these daring 
exploits—the anonymous chief now back jn his 
kibbutz, Yehuda Arazi, Ehud Avricl. Teddy 
Kollek, and several others. some of them now 
senior officials in the Israeli Civil Service. They 
certainly won their spurs the hard way. but 
their organising abilities were tremendous. What 
with agents sent from the kibbutz movement. 
from Hagana, from its siriking force, the 
Palmach, and men “lent” by the Jewish 
Brigade, at its peak there were no less than a 
thousand secret agents and operators employed 
—men of cool courage and inventiveness 

Some of its exploits were mpuden: in the 
extreme—an air lift for illegal immigrants in 
1942, in the middle of the war, not only fron 
Baghdad to a secret air-strip in Galilee. but 
from an enemy country, Haly. Then there 
was the buying-out of the moribund Red Cross 
in Rumania in 1945 and its use to feed and 
house Jewish refugees on their way to Palestine: 
the use of Catholic food parcels for Jews: the 
diversion of British Army supplies in lialy to 
illegal "immigrant camps; the transport of 
Jewish refugees from Poland to Rumania in 
the guise of repatriated Greeks, the creation 
of a phantom British military transport unit in 
Italy to carry illegal immigrants to the ships 
that awaited them; the use of Jewish units m 
the British Army in Syria, and the Jewish 
Brigade itn Italy to help illegal immigrants on 
their way to Palestine ;, the creation of a private 
system of secret Jewish radio stations through- 
out Europe and the Middle East ; unti! we reach 
plain theft, smuggling of arms, forgery o! docu- 
ments, corruption of military and = civiian 
Officials, and the playing off of French and 
ltalians and even American officials against the 
British.

Escape from Nazism 


This morass of illegality.was justifiable only 
by the threat of death that hune over ail ihe 
Jewish communities of Occupied Europe up to 
the fall of Hitler.

Nor 
is it true that “ the diversion of the * Pan York 
and the * Pan Crescent’ to Cyprus in 1948 with 
15.000 illegal immigrants demonstrated to the 
British the purposelessness of further struggle 
and bloodshed.” 

The authors are refreshingly frank about the 
Mossad’s occasional! failures and its difficulties 
in organising these massive operations— the lack 
of money, divided councils, the occasional dis 
regard of precautions against leakage of secret 
information to British intelligence agents. The) 
do not, however, give a complete |ist of! the 
ships sent, the number of immigrants carried, 
and their fate. What statistica] information 5 
supplied in the text is confined solely [0 the 
Mossad's operations and gives no adequalt 
picture of the Revisionist organisations 
operations. 

For once, this emotiona! subject is dealt with 
without political passion. The tone of the book, 
when dealing with British policy and methods, 
is restrained. There are, however, a number of 
slips. It was not only British and Arab officials 
who were killed in the King David Hole 
bomb explosion. An overloaded ship 's load 
above and not below the Plimsoll! line ; boarding 
parties climb from one ship on to another om 
ramps, not rafts. Katani Pasha should pf 
sumably be Cattaui Pasha ; and Maineckestras® 
should be spelt Meineckestrasse. But all tM 
are tiny blemishes on the face of a fascinating 
and well-written book.

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EADERS will be well aware 
of the wonderful discoveries 
set in motion by a young 
Beduin goat-herd in the spring of 
1947, when he stumbled upon a 
cave high up in the hills bordering 
the Dead Sea.

LEATHER GOODS FAIR 
Many Jewish Exhibitors 
By a JewisH Reporter 


The important contribution which 
Jews are making to the British leather 
trade can be seen from the list of 
manufacturers exhibiting at the forth- 
coming Leather Goods Industries 
Fair, to be held at the Kensington 
Palace Hotel, London, W.8. from 
February 14 to February 18. 

At a press preview of the exhibition 
last week one of the organisers esiimated 
that some 40 per cent of the manufac- 
turers of ladies’ leather and plastic hand- 
hags were Jews. Some of them are 
old-established British concerns: others 
were established by refugees from Nazi 
persecution, larecly from Vienna. Their 
role in creating employment and in 
increasing the export trade was greatly 
appreciated. 

The exhibits are remarkable for their 
quality of crafismanship and design. 
Some very ingenious new ideas have been 
applied, such as the lady's handbag in 
the form of two leather-bound volumes 
of Shakespeare and a book of sonnets.

MAKE IT YOURSELF 
Matching Jacket and Dress

Although spring is not yet here most 
femimine thoughts will soon be turn- 
ing to new clothes.

Today there arc many materials 
designed to go together, such as com- 
panion checks or tweeds, and these would 
be ideal to contrast dress and jacket.

SPANISH INQUISITION 


Essays with a Purpose, By Sai va- 
DOR DE MADARiaga. Hollis and 
Carter. 14s.

This is a collection of fifteen CSSA)S, 
lectures, and broadcasts by one of the 
most distinguished of modern 
Spamiards, whom modern Spain has 
banished as a liberal republican. The 


subjects about which he writes 
revolve round liberalism and the 
political scene. language. literature. 
broadcasting, and lastly, Spain—ain 


short, subjects in which he would seem 
to be at home. The twelfth essay.

Origmally delivered as the Lucien 
Wolf Memorial Lecture of the Jewish 
Society in 1946. and though

present essay contains numerous 
verbal departures, evidently for stylistic 
reasons, from the text as origimalls 
printed by the Society the two are, 


as they profess to be. the same. This 
essay, entitled “Spain and the Jews.” 
expresses in graceful and thoughtful! 
language the intimate part played by 
Jews in the creation of medieval Spain. 
and makes many interesting points. It 
is. however, with the author's 
ambiguous attitude towards the 
Inquisition that one is inclined to take 
Speculative Reasoning 


He points out, perhaps truly, that 
some of the most strenuous supporters 
of the founding of the Inquisition were 


of Jewish extraction und that the 
Inquisition was founded “not against 
the Jews; not even against the 
CONVETSOS (converted Jews), but 
“against the conversos who. were 


found to be 
ludaism.”

seems to follow, according to Don 
Salvador, that the Jewish people 
created the Inquisition that which 


they infused into the Spanish charac- 
ter. “~ For what in fact the Jews bring 
to the Spanish character, during that 


century [the fifteenth] when they 
begin to influence so deeply. is a 
consistence and a persistence it had 
not possessed beiore [he 


Spaniard stood in no need of anv Jew 
as to ferocity or civil war, But 

he did perhaps borrow from the Jeu 
a dogmatic motivation for them. and 
certainly the persist needed to 
maintain strong institutions to that 
effect.” 

On this very siender base of specu 
lative reasoning, the countless barbart- 
tres of the Inawisition and the 
Expulsion of 1492 are laid on the 
Jews’ own heads—-surely a tour de 
force Of misrepreseniation. For those 
who enacted them. and thereby led to 
the paralysis and decline of Spain. 
were Spaniards and the responsibility 


was theirs. There ts nothing in the 
methods, climate. or circumstances of 
the Inquisition and its foundation 
which remotely recalls the Jewish 
character or faith When we read 
these subtle arguments. which recall 
some of the apologists for Nazism 
familiar before the war. we are 


obliged to remember that Don Salva- 
dor de Madariaga. though a great and 
distinguished liberal, is also a faithful 
son of the Roman Catholic Church. 
whose actions he feels called upon to 
defend in the last resort. The purpose 
of this essay at least is clear.

We regret to announce the death in 
London on Tuesday of Mr, Otto 
Schick, a senior member of the 
editorial staff of this paper, who was 
responsible for compiling the JEwitsu 
CHRONICLE Daily News Bulletin.

Cherut Demand for “ Action”

Loan Fund Established

PARIS 

A loan fund to help Jewish victims of 
the recent earthquake in Orléansville 
to rebuild their shattered homes and 
lives, has been established by the 
American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee and the Federation of Jewish 
Communities of Algeria, each of 
which wyll put up S50 per cent of the 
funds. An. initial capital sum of 
3,000,000 francs (about £3,000) has 
been made available. 

According to an announcement here by 
Mr. M. Beckciman,. the Diprector- 
General of the “* Joint.” all the 130 Jewish 
families of Orléansville—hitherto self- 
supporting—losi their dwellings and busi- 
ness premises in the earthquake. Seventy- 
nine families were Jeft destituic. The 
French Government has assumed full 
responsibility for temporary rehef mea- 
sures, so that the new Jewish loan fund 
will be devoted to permanent rehabilita- 
tion, benefiting. among others, 20 
artisans. 25 small business men, and 40 
white collar workers.

President Eisenhower has appointed 
Mr. Maxwell Abbell, a Chicago 
lawyer and Jewish communal leader, 
Joint Chairman of the President's 
Commission on Government Employ- 
ment Policies, the task of which will 
be to eliminate discrimination in 
Government employment. 

The new group will take the place of the 
Fair Employment Board which, since 1948, 
has operated as part of the Civil.

In an executive order sct- 
ting up the Commussion, President Eisen- 
hower said it was Government policy that 
equal opportunity be afforded to all 
qualified persons for Federal posts and 
that this pohcy prohibited discrimination 
against any applicant or employec.

ISRAELI PROTEST 
TO W.H.O. 


Call for Regional 
Co-operation 
From a Correspondent 


GENEVA 

The Israeli Government has sent a 
strongly worded memorandum to the 
United Nations’ World Health Organi- 
sation, the executive of which ts mect- 
ing here, calling attention to the serious 
situation resulting from the lack of 
regional co-opgration in the field of 
health in the Eastern Mediterranean 
region. It has requested that the 
memorandum be circulated among the 
18 members of the Executive Board. 


The document points out that the Arab 
Siates have consistently refused to sit tn 
one commitice with Israel to thrash out 
the urgent health requirements of the 
area, tt recalls that. with the stalemate 
prevailing in the regional commiutice, a 
resolution was adopted at last years 
W.H.O. assembly calling for the cstablish- 
ment of two sub-commilices: one meci- 
ing with Arab represcniatives and one 
with Isracl. The convening of one of 
the sub-commiutices in Alexandria, Israc! 
Points out, made impossible simul- 
taneous session of the two sub-commiutices 
in the same place. and with it the applr- 
cation of the W.H.O resolution “in the 
spirn in which it was adopted. 

The memorandum adds that “ in giving 
way to political pressures, the World 
Health Organisation, far from facilitating 
a rapprochement between States tempo- 
rarily at Variance. ts making such a 
rapprochement even more difficult. . . 
It expresses the hope that at the next 
meeting of the W.H.O. a solution to the 
problem would be reached in conformity 
with the principles of the U.N. Charter. 


OSE-“ JOINT” DISPUTE 
Proposed “ Peace Settlement

PARIS 

The Executive Committee of the 
World Ose Union met here on Sunday 
to examine a report drawn up by a 
‘study group © recently set up for the 
purpose of troning out differences 
between Ose and the American Joint 
Distribution Committee. 

The “study group.’ composed of Dr 
A. Z. Gonik, of the “ Joint,” and Dr. H. 
Fajyerman, of Ose, under a neutral chair- 
man, Professor T. Grushka, of the Hebrew 
University, lately spent two months tour- 
ing Europe and North Africa before 
drawing up ts recommendations for a 
peace settiement. 

Ihe recommendations, if accepted, 
would bring about close co-operation 
between the “ Joint” and the World Ose 
Union, which would be recognised as the 
principal world-wide Jewish health organt- 
sation. In the past, trouble has arisen 
because the “Joint” has financed Ose 
branches in various countries directly, by- 
passing the World Ose Union, whose 
headquarters are in Parts. It is hoped that 
negotiations, which are due to begin here 
next week between the two groups, will 
rapidly lead to a final agreement.
